The nation has been, for a century 
past, cru/y for bloodshed, and has scarcely 
engaged in a war on a decent pretense.

There are no guns for 
the populace, if the pepulace could be 
trusted with arms; there is not ammunition 
for one battle, and utter despare prevails. 
The condition'of Paris is even worse than 
that of Sedan, and the capital is not more 
defensible than was the little old town on 
tho Belgian frontier. The people demntd 
a peace on any terms, and the ICinistry 
will be forced by public sentiment to ask 
it when the Prussians are a day or two 
nearer approached to Paris. The danger 
is that they may blindly delay too long, 
dreading an act which is not their humilia- 
tion, but the dishjnor of the Emperor, 
who sought safety in surrender; and the 
excitement which will naturally follow 
the appearance of tbe Prussian! may in 
consequence result in riot and bloodshed.

"When the Emperor surrendered at 


Sedan, the whole world knew that the 
Empire was dead. The vote of the Corps 
Legialatif which declared tbe facheance 
was therefore more the promulgation than 
the decree cf a change of government. Al- 
though generally expected, th*^-action of 
the Curpul^egislatif has produced however 
u profound sensation. Thai not a single 
friend of the fallen dynasty should muster 
courage to make an earnest effort in its be* 
half; that the vote of the Chamber on a 
subject of such far-reaching consequence* 
ahould be unanimous; that a party, num- 
bering only about 40 among 290 members 
of a representative assembly chosen by 
general suffrage, ahould be intrusted with 
the administration; thatamanlikeBoche- 
fort should be among the members of the 
Provisional Government, are circumstances 
well calculated to astound the world. 


The new Government ia in almost every 


respect a repetition of tbe Provisional 
Government of 1648. Two of ita eleven 
members, Cremieux and Garniex Pages, 
were also Ministers in 1848, and Cremieux 
held then tbe" same portfolio (Justice) 
which lie holds now. A third member, 
Emmanuel Arago, is a eon of another 
member of the Government of 1848. Jules 
Favra was, in lt>48, Secretary General of 
the Minister of the Interior, Lodrn Rol- 
lin, and has emeu established for himself 
the reputation of being the greatest politi- 
cal orator of France. Pulletan, who wrote 
the pungent works on the dMBoraliiation 
in France caused by the Empire; Picard. 
one of "the fire" who constituted the first 
Republican opposition to Napoleon in the 
Corps Legislatif; Gambetta, the most fiery 
among all tho opponents of the Em- 
pire, and ono of 
the Irreconeilables; 


Ferry, the editor of the &«&; Simon, 
probably tho beat liviug authority on all 
subjects relating to public instruction; 
Glaiz-Bizoin, the terror of all th* Bona- 
partist orators; finally Roohefort, the 
editor of the Lantern*, and the most bit- 
ter in hia hatred of^, Louia Napoleo&,,']ttave 
all won their political distinction nnoe 
18-18.

Tho Bonapartut are of course excluded 


from the new Government. But it is 
strange that tbe other parties should have 
no larger shaee in ita composition. Th* 
Legitimists have no representatives at all; 
the Orleani«t9 only one, Gen. Trochu. The 
Socialists and Communist* cannot recog- 
nize in any of the members of the govern- 
ment and Ministry one of their waders. 
In this [respect the new government it 
even more one-sided than that of 1848, 
wbich counted among its members Louis 
Blanc and Albert. 


It will be generally recognized that the 


new administration embrace* some of tbe 
ablest men of Frame*. 
No fitter man 


could be found in the whole coantry for 
the Ministry of Instruction than Jules 
Simou and favre, Cremieux, Gamier, Pa- 
ges, and Picard will be regarded by all 
parties aa full worthy of the trust which 
hns been eongided to them.
